Democratic member 
of the cou nty 
board of commissioners. 


The highway su perintendent will bo 
a Democ rat, becau se the 
hoard of 
commissioners 
will become Demo­ 
cratic the first day of Janu ary and 
the su perintendent is not to be ap­ 
pointed u ntil at the first meeting in 
Janu ary as prov ided by the new law 
passed by the last legislatu re which 
created the highway 
su perintend- 
cfi Hi' office. 
The job will pay fou r 
dollars a day in this cou nty . 


The new law* say s 
that in ev ery 
cou nty maintaining free grav el or 
macadam highway 
there shall be a 
cou nty highway su perintendent. The 
board of 
commissioners shall, 
at 
their Janu ary , 19 14, session, and bi­ 
ennially 
thereafter, 
appoint 
the 
cou nty highway su perintendent, who 
shall he a resident v oter of the cou n­ 
ty end he shall hold office for two 
y ears and u ntil his su ccessor is se­ 
lected and qu alified. 
He is requ ired 
to giv e bond in the su m of $5,000 for 
the faithfu l performance of his du ­ 
ties. Where the cou nty has less than 
400 miles of free grav el roads the 
salary shall be $4 a day and that will 
be the salary in Ru sh cou nty . 
How­ 
ev er it will not be long before there 
will he 400 miles of free grav el roads 
in this cou nty and then the su perin­ 
tendent will get $5 a day . The salary 
is to he paid ou t of the grav el repair 
fu nd. 
The cou nty highway su perintend­ 
ent shall hav e general su perv ision of 
the maintenance and repair of high­ 
way s, bridges and 'cu lv erts of the 
cou nty , which are maintained or re­ 
paired from the grav el road repair 
fu nd of the cou nty , bu t no ex pendi­ 
tu re of more than $50 for the repair 
of a bridge or cu lv ert shall Le made 
withou t the approv al of tile cou nty 
commissioners. 
Whenev er an ex ­ 
penditu re of more than $100 is nec­ 
essary for any bridge or cu lv ert the 
same shall be ex pended as heretofore 
prov ided by law. 
The cou nty high­ 
way su perintendent shall hav e police 
power in the control of the 
free 
grav el or macadam 
roads of the 
cou nty . 
One of the du ties of the highway 
su perintendent wilt he to estimate on 
or before the first of September each 
y ear the amou nt of money that will 
be requ ired for roads, road repairs, 


bridg es, bridge repairs, etc., for the 
nex t y ear and a lev y mu st then be 
made that will 
bring in su fficient 
money to make the improv ements or 
repairs mentioned in the report. 


A strict accou nting mu st be made 
by the official and he mu st also close­ 
ly scru tinize the accou nts of his as­ 
sistants. 
The cou nty highway su perintend­ 
ent shall within six ty day s after his 
oppointment div ide the total mileage 
of the cou nty highway s and appoint 
Co ntinued o n Pa g e 8.

Washington, Nov. 17.—With the cur­ 
rency bill in a fair way to become a law 
before March next and with tariff leg 
islation accomplished, President WH 
son is giving consideration to the third 
number in his legislative program— 
the trust q uestion. The president al­ 
ready has conferred with several lead­ 
ers in congress, who will have charge 
of this legislation. Senator Newlands 
of Nevada, chairman of the interstate 
commerce committee of the senate, 
has had one conference-with the presi­ 
dent recently and will talk the matter 
over again with him in a few days. 
Senator Newlands’s committee will 
have charge of trust legislation in the 
senate. 
A number of bills are pend­ 
ing before that committee at this time. 
Chairman 
Newlands 
already 
has 
drawn a bill expressing his individual 
Ideas which authorizes the appoint­ 
ment of a trade commission of three 
with powers over corporations engaged 
in interstate commerce, similar to the 
powers now exercised by the interstate 
commerce commission over transpor­ 
tation. 
Senators and representatives who 
have talk ed to the president say they 
have found him in a receptive mood 
but disposed to hold up the New Jer­ 
sey anti-trust laws, k nown colloq uially 
as “the seven sisters,” as models of 
federal legislation. The Progressives’ 
plan for the regulation of corporations 
will be embodied in three bills to be 
presented by Representative Murdock . 
Senator Cummins also has prepared 
a bill which amends the Sherman anti­ 
trust law and provides for a trade 
commission. Senator La Fbllette, too, 
has a bill which mak es no mention of 
a trade commission, but proposes sev­ 
eral additional sections to the Sher­ 
man act 
Senators Bristow and Wil­ 
liams also have bills pending before 
the senate committee on interstate 
commerce. 
It is expected that the president will 
deal with the subject in his annual 
message and that his recommenda­ 
tions will embrace the principles of 
the New Jersey statutes regarding 
trusts that were passed during his ad­ 
ministration as governor. 
Chairman Newlands In talk ing on 
the legislative program in his commit­ 
tee and as to what he believed neces­ 
sary to meet the situation, said: 
"I would not amend the Sherman 
law. In my judgment a trade commis­ 
sion that could look into the affairs of 
the offending corporations and req uire 
them to change their methods in a 
way to carry out the decrees of the 
court would meet the situation."

ANOTHER STEAM ER ON FIRE 


Passen gers of a Span ish Vessel Taken 


Off by a Cu n arder. 
Hamilton, Bermuda, Nov. 17. — The 
Spanish steamer Balmes of the Pinel- 
los, which caught fire last Wednesday 
night 600 miles from this port, and 
whose 103 passengers were rescued 
from their perilous situation on Friday 
by the Cunard liner Pannonia, which 
rushed to the assistance of the vessel 
after receiving her wireless call for 
help, arrived here Sunday, convoyed 
by the Pannonia. The rescuing steam­ 
er accompanied the Balmes to Bermu­ 
da, as the fire in the hold was still 
blazing and the crew continued their 
long fight on the flames. 
The Pan­ 
nonia, with the rescued passengers, 
proceeded on her way to New York , 
where she is expected to arrive to­ 
morrow.

George’s and the hatches opened. 
Smok e and flames burst forth from 
every point and the fireboats of this 
port began to pour heavy streams of 
water on. the fire.
